They 
have  no  insect  enemies,  grow  well  anywhere,  are  splendidly  suited  for 
shrubbery  borders,  for  colony  plantings  and  hedges.  The  planter  who  uses 
them  freely  makes  no  mistake.

Most  collected  seedlings,  such  as  Maples  and  some  others,  except  large 
size,  are  crooked  near  ground  and  should  be  cut  back  to  crown  before  trans- 
planting. They  grow  up  straight,  smooth  and  much  faster  and  quicker  than 
when  planted  without  cutting  back.  We  cut  back  all  seedlings  to  crown  be- 
fore transplanting.
